Jocko Lakes, Flathead Agency, BIA. IMT 1 (Wilcock). Twenty-six miles northeast of Missoula, MT. Timber with
dead and down lodgepole pine. Creeping with occasional single and group tree torching. Community of Seeley
Lake and numerous structures threatened. Evacuations in effect.

Chippy Creek, Northwestern Land Office, Montana DNR. IMT 2 (Raley). IMT 1 (Bennett). Forty-two miles
southwest of Kalispell, MT. Timber, dead and down lodgepole and logging slash. Single and group tree torching
with short upslope runs. Structures threatened. Evacuations in effect.

Skyland, Flathead NF. IMT 1 (Pendleton). Thirty-two miles east of Kalispell, MT. Timber and grass. Torching and
occasional short duration crown fires. Structures threatened.

Sawmill Complex (three fires), Lolo NF. IMT 2 (Heintz and Turman). Twenty-two miles southeast of Missoula,
MT. Timber. Active fire behavior with crown runs, single and group tree torching and spotting. Structures
threatened.

Brush Creek, Flathead NF. IMT 2 (Koehler). Twenty-five miles west of Whitefish, MT. Timber. Active surface fire
with isolated torching. Structures threatened. Evacuations in effect.



Timber and
grass. Surface fire with single and group tree torching. Community of Comstock and outlying structures
threatened.

Rombo Mountain, Bitterroot NF. FUMT (Svalberg). Eighteen miles south of Darby, MT. Bug-killed timber. Single
and group tree torching with short crown runs and spotting. Structures threatened.

Poe Cabin, Craig Mountain Area Office, Idaho Department of Lands. IMT 2 (Sciacca). Twenty-three miles
southwest of Grangeville, ID. Timber and grass. Smoldering, creeping, and single tree torching. Acreage
decrease due to more accurate mapping.

Torching and isolated crown
runs. Structures threatened. Evacuation in effect.

Sustained crown runs
with spotting. Structures threatened.

Meriwether, Helena NF. IMT 1 (Oltrogge). Thirty-seven miles northwest of Helena, MT. Timber, brush and grass.
Active ground fire. Structures threatened.

Jones, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Ten miles southeast of Miles City, MT. Grass. Smoldering in the interior.

Okerman, Eastern Lands Office, MT DNR. Sixteen miles south of Miles City MT. Timber and grass. Active fire in
grass and sagebrush. Structures threatened.

Wolf Creek, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Fifty miles southeast of Miles City, MT. Timber and grass. Spotting,
running, and torching. Structures threatened.

Maxwell, Miles City Field Office, BLM. Fifty miles southeast of Miles City, MT. Timber and grass. Spotting and
torching.

Lost Creek, Crow Agency, BIA. Six miles southeast of Pryor, MT. Timber and grass. Torching and flare-ups in
the interior.

POWER LINE SAFETY

Operating near or under power lines poses unique hazards, and the following precautions should
be followed to reduce potential equipment damage or injury:

L
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If possible, the power company should deactivate lines in the fire area.

Don’t operate heavy equipment under power lines.

Don’t use right-of-ways as a jump or cargo drop spot.

Don’t drive with long antennas under power lines.

Don’t stand near power lines during retardant drops.

Don’t park under power lines. The magnetic field around energized power lines can induce an
electrical charge in ungrounded vehicles or equipment. This charge can shock anyone who
touches the vehicle.

Don’t apply straight stream to power lines.

& All personnel should be cautioned that smoke may become charged and conduct the electrical
current. Deactivated transmission and distribution lines may continue to pose a hazard due to
induction.

If power lines fall on your vehicle, DON'T leave the vehicle until the power company arrives. If
the vehicle is on fire or fire is near, jump clear, don’t hang on, keep feet together, and bunny
hop away.
